SWISS BANK FRAUD. 

Hage Losses Discovered. 

Tho biggest hank failure and fraud in 
the history of Switzoriand, involving the 
lost of over £280,000 and the rain of 
‘bousands, mostly beloriging to the middle 
and poorer claasos, has now come up for 
eximination before the criminal tibunal at 
Bulach, near Zurich. The courthouso is a 
spacious building, but if it had been fire 
times larger it could not have held tho 
creditors, who had come from all purts of 
Switzerland, . 

Tha facts are briatly these. The “ Caixse 
Générale des Arts et Métiers,” a savings 
hank, wns founded in 1873. It was very 
successful until 1891, when a youth namod 
Miller, aged only 23, the son of a director, 
He began 
speculating, first with the mo wy of his 
family and then with the bank funds 
untrusted to. his care. Thia weat on for 
nearly twenty yenrs, and the bank failed 
in Octuber, 1010, with o deficit of over 
£280,000 od asnets of , (8 few hundred 
pounds, Miiller was taken into custody, 
but shot himself soon alter arrest. 3 

All,the directors of the bank, including 
weveral cnatonal authorities and deputies, 
and the enshier, Albrecht (the last named 
accused of conniving at Miiller's operations) 
‘ppenred in the dock to be examined, The 
trot day's inquiry revenled b' c astounding 
fact that not ona of the directors of. the 
bank knew anything about “keeping 
books,” and had never examined the book» 
of the bank, leaving everything to the 
manager, Miiller ;and ao long xs the usu 
dividends were paid they did not trouble, 
themsulvea, The papers concerning the 
cise were xo voluminoud that - ‘a furniture 
van had to be engaged to bring them to 
the court, a)
